Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1963* 

The  vital  statistics  for  your  district  are  not  so  favourable  this 
year.  last  year,  when  the  figures  looked  very  rosy,  I asked  you  not  to 
place  too  much  reliance  on  figures  in  an  individual  year.  I might  almost 
have  had  foresight  of  what  was  coming  in  1963*  However,  it  is  true  that 
the  sort  of  fluctuations  which  occur  around  the  natural  law  of  averages 
do  have  a very  profound  effect  when  translated  into  statistical  terms  for 
a very  small  district.  If  you  look  at  your  statistics  over  the  ten  year 
period  you  will  see  that  on  average  Darfield  has  a good  record,  but  I 
think  it  is  very  important  that  this  year's  figures  should  be  looked  at 
in  that  sort  of  context . 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health 
of  the  district.  I would  also  like  to  place  on  record  the  high  degree  of 
co-operation,  I always  receive  from  both  your  Clerk  and  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Evans  has  prepared  that  portion  of  the  Report  dealing  with 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area.

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  125,  exactly  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  7 illegitimate  births, 
representing  5*6$  of  total  births  registered,  compared  with  2.5%  in  1962. 

The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  the  births 
in  1963,  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in  the  area 
with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  cfude  birth  rate  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth  rate  which  is  comparable 
with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts  and  with  the  rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  was  16.6  per 
1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  17*4  per  1,000  estimated  population 
for  1962  and  compared  with  18.2  for  England  and  Wales.

Stillbirths 

There  were  4 stillbirths  in  your  district  last  year,  3 more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  31*0  as  compared  with  8.3  for  the 
previous  year  and  17-3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  72  comprised  of  39  males  and  33 
females.  The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor,  was  13.I  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  10.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year  and  with  12.2  per 
1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
in  order  of  numerical  importance  were;  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer 
and  respiratory  diseases. 

Infant  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 

There  were  6 infant  deaths  in  Darfield  last  year,  4 more  than  in  1962. 

This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  48»0  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with 
16.7  for  the  previous  year  and  with  20.9  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a very 
real  increase  in  line  with  figures  for  the  division  as  a whole.  There  was  some 
increase  in  deaths  from  congenital  causes,  but  otherwise  no  significant  reasons 
appear  to  be  present.

SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  Council 
hut  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  Division  No.  25  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  One  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  employed  by  the  Council,  he  also  undertakes  the  duties  of 
Surveyor . 


General  Hospitals

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 

Infant  Yfelfare  Clinics  are  held  in  the  new  Clinic,  Church  Street, 
Darfield,  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  2.0  p.m.  to  4*0  p.m.  and  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  is  held  in  the  Clinic  on  Friday  mornings. 

laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
in  Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete 
investigation  is  undertaken  and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen 
sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical 
analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County 
Council. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 
The  depot  for  your  area  is  at  Hoy land,  Telephone  Ho.  Hoy land  J>l68  and 
Hoy land  2112.

Scarlet  Fever 

25  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1963?  compared' with 
4 in  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  was 
concentrated  mostly  in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year. 

Measles 

32  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  146 
cases  in  1962.  This  disease  was  sporadic  in  character  and  continued  to 
be  spaced  evenly  during  the  year. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  children 
vaccinated  in  the  year  was  44?  compared  with  160  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  any  of  these  diseases  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
immunisation  statistics  in  respect  of  Diphtheria  remained  relatively 
constant  with  83.8 # of  the  015  years  age  group  protected,  compared  with 
86.1#  in  the  previous  year.  If  this  figure  is  split  into  age  groups  it 
represents  94*8 # of  the  school  population  and  66.4#  of  the  pre-school 
group. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  showed  448  children  in  the  0-4 
years  age  group  protected.  This  represents  66. 4^  as  compared  with  63.4% 
in  the  previous  year.  Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  and  during 
the  year  563  children  received  primary  immunisation  against  Tetanus  and 
29  received  booster  doses,  compared  with  105  and  42  respectively  in  the 
previous  year. 
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Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  during  the  year.  Immunisation 
against  the  disease  continued  and  during  the  year  1 96  children  and  22 
others  were  completed  with  three  doses.  The  grand  total  immunised  in 
the  Darfield  area  since  the  scheme  began  now  stands  at  2 ? 948 j of  which 
823  primary  school  children  have  received  a fourth  dose. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  4 new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year,  1 more  than  in  1962.  One  death  from  the  disease  occurred 
during  the  year.

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1.  HOUSING 

A start  was  made  on  the  construction  of  119  houses  on  the  Snape  Hill 
Road  site  in  July.  'The  contract  is  to  he  carried  out  hy  Messrs,  0.  Weaver 
& Sons,  Mexborough,  for  the  sum  of  £294*636. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  contract  will  he  completed  in  July,  1964* 

Out  of  the  119  houses  to  he  huilt  66  will  he  needed  for  rehousing 
persons  displaced  hy  Slum  Clearance . 

PRIVATE  DEVELOPMENT 

Twenty five  houses  were  completed  hy  Private  enterprise  during  the 
year  and  another  eleven  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  TOWN  & COUNTRY  PLANNING 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous  years  delegated  powers 
from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  under  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Act, 
1947*  During  the  year  31  planning  proposals  were  received  and  dealt  with. 


The  relationship  between  the  Council  and  the  County  Planning  Officer 
was  at  all  times  most  cordial  and  no  unnecessary  delay  occurred  in 


arriving  at  a decision.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the 
County  districts  in  the  division.  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  authority 
in  assessing  how  each  stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to 
the  County  and  National  statistics. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1963  was  1341 
compared  ?/ith  1335  in  1962.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of 
18.1  per  1000,  compared  with  17 • 4 Per  1000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  illegitimate  births  was  6 2 as  against  49  in  1962,  and  this  gives  a figure 
representing  4«4/^  of  the  total  births  compared  with  3 •^°/°  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  33  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  25  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  23.0  compared  with  18.4  in 

1962  and  with  I7.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction 
of  inward  and  outward  transfers,  was  864  which  was  68  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  division  of  11.1  compared 
with  10.4  in  1962.  You  will  see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any 
figure  for  individual  districts.  This  is  because  the  other  districts  show 
adjusted  rates,  and  unfortunately  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the 
division. 

Infant  Deaths  and  -perinatal  mortality  rate 

There  were  41  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the  year  of  which  27 
occurred  in  the  neonatal  period.  This  compares  with  23  and  14  respectively  in 
1962.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  in 

1963  of  29«2,  as  compared  with  16.2  for  the  previous  year  and  20.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  Although  we  may  expect  fluctuations  from  year  to  year,  this  is  a 
very  real  increase  and  must  be  regarded  with  some  concern.  The  biggest 
relative  increase  is  in  deaths  from  broncho-pneumonia  and  congenital  causes. 
This  latter  group  is  varied  and  there  is  no  suggestion  of  any  increase  in  any 
single  congenital  defect,  such  as  occurred  in  the  Thalidimide  tragedy. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  stands  at  37*6  compared 
with  31.1  for  the  administrative  county. 
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Maternal  Mortality 


There  was  one  death  during  the  year  attributable  to  maternal  causes. 
Investigation  did  not  reveal  that  this  was  in  any  way  preventable.  The 
maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  G.70  compared  with  0.50  for 
the  administrative  county  and  with  0.28  for  England  and  Wales.

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease  fell  sharply  during 
the  year.  This  was  expected  as  the  figures  for  1962  contained  the  children 
who  were  subjected  to  panic  measures,  due  to  the  proximity  of  cases  in  Bradford. 
Nevertheless  it  was  not  expected  that  the  number  vaccinated  would  be  so  low  in 
relation  to  1961,  which  was  a 'normal*  year.  There  were  554  children  vaccinated 
in  1961,  1,516  in  1962,  and  only  218  in  1963.  The  table  below  shows  the 
comparison.

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  general 
state  of  immunity  of  each  individual  area.  In  general  there  has  been  a very 
slight  decline  in  the  state  of  immunity  against  Whooping  Cough,  and  there  has 
been  a further  decline  in  the  level  of  immunity  against  Diphtheria  with  72.3^ 
of  the  under  15  population  protected  compared  with  76.8%  in  the  previous  year.

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Te tanus  Immunisation 


Active  immunisation  against  Tetanus  has  "been  steadily  increasing  over 
the  past  few  years.  This  has  two  benefits,  firstly  it  protects  the  patient 
against  tetanus,  and  secondly  it  does  away  with  the  need  for  anti-tetanic  serum, 
if  the  person  is  injured.  The  latter  often  gives  rise  to  reactions  and  no 
doctor  really  likes  to  give  it  unless  it  is  strictly  necessary.  It  is  important 
that  parents  should  keep  a record  of  when  their  children  were  immunised  against 
tetanus  for  this  reason.  The  following  table  shows  the  marked  increase  in 
immunisation  between  1962  and  1963'

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  during  the  year,  though 
not  at  such  a high  rate  as  hitherto.  The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  was  used 
exclusively  by  the  health  department.  During  the  year  1,696  persons  were 
vaccinated  with  three  doses  making  a total  of  30,504  people  vaccinated  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme.

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  under  this  service  rose  during  the  year, 
but  there  was  very  little  increase  in  the  number  of  treatments  actually 
carried  out.  This  was  probably  due  in  the  main  to  a period  of  sickness 
suffered  by  one  of  the  chiropodists.  I must  again  draw  attention  to  the  high 
proportion  of  patients  receiving  domociliary  treatment.  This  is  a service 
which  is  expensive  to  give  and  only  housebound  persons  should  be  receiving 
it. 

I am  becoming  increasingly  conscious  that  the  service  is  essentially 
a palliative  one  in  its  present  form.  I know  that  it  is  much  appreciated  by 
the  elderly,  but  I feel  that  it  is  high  time  that  it  was  extended  to  include 
schoolchildren,  strictly  in  association  with  the  school  health  service.  I 
am  sure  that  this  would  only  increase  the  work  by  a small  percentage,  but 
it  would  bring  the  service  into  the  truly  preventive  field. 
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HCME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  home  help  service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly  and 
the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this  category  was  89»4^?  almost  exactly 
the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  households  assisted  during 
the  year  showed  a slight  decline  to  869*  This  is  a very  unusual  trend  but 
perhaps  a truer  comparison  would  be  that  at  the  end  of  196  3 , 739  households 
were  being  assisted  weekly  compared  with  709  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
The  total  number  of  hours  received  rose  slightly  to  140,632  compared  with 
136,180  in  the  previous  year.  The  small  table  shows  the  analysis  of  cases 
and  hours  during  1963?  and  the  large  table  shows  the  growth  of  the  service 
over  the  past  ten  years.

Training  Facilities  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients s 

During  the  year  these  facilities  were  completely  re-organised  when  the 
adult  wing  opened  in  July  at  Wombwell.  This  means  that  we  have  a training 
centre  capable  of  training  patients  from  3 or  4 years  old  level  right 
through  to  industrial  work.  It  may  in  future  be  possible  to  train  some  of  the 
patients  to  take  their  place  in  industry,  but  even  for  those  less  fortunate 
it  is  hoped  to  provide  sheltered  employment  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
re-organised  centre  catered  for  25  Juniors  (15  males  and  10  females)  and  58 
adults  (27  males  and  31  females).  This  re-organisation  enabled  the  junior 
centre  to  take  some  younger  children  and  thus  begin  even  younger  social 
training.
